Never in the history of the senate 
have the galleries been eo ful!: sutr- 
rendered to representatives of the negro 
race, more than half of the crowds that 
filled every available seat and standing 
room being occupied by them. 

The senator bexan his remarks by say- 
ing there wae evidently a misapprehen- 
4i0n concerning his 
from a newspaper clipping to the effect 
that he was to deliver a three-davs’ de- 
nunciation the president the 
éecretary of war. He laughinely die 
avowed his intention to do either of the 
things charged against him. 

Not an Effort to Make Capital. 

“The purpose of this investigation 
has not been to emberrass the presi- 
dent or anybody els#e,”” said Mr. Fora- 
ker, “nor has it been to make any 
capital of any kind, political or other- 
wiee, against anybody or for anybody.” 

He continued to say that the. investi- 
gation was to find the facts in the case. 
@s a gukie to intelligent action. He re- 
viewed the incidents preceding the sen- 
ate investigation. and said the soldiers 
gave “thelr evidence with such straight- 
forward frankness and with such man- 
ifest truthfuineas that, in his opinion, 
nothing remains to show their com- 
plete vindication, except only the dis- 
oovery of the real culprits, which time 
will surely make unless the adage that 
*“‘murder will out" has ceased to be a 
truth, 

He reviewed the various incidents 
and orders that led up to the discharge 
of the men without honor. Most of the 
witnesses against the soldiers, he said, 
testified four different 
the affray. 

‘Their testimony, so piven, is: suffi 
eiently contradictory to show that it is 
unreliable,’’ he @rid, ‘‘but, aside from the 
contradictions on account of the dark- 
nese of the night, many things that 
were testified to by these witnesses 
could not possibly have been observed 
by them. 

Bye-Witness 

‘At is unnecessary to go over 
evidence in a detailed way, for. 
ceding for the sake or argument 
the witnesses undertook to 
truthfully, the filmsy and 
character of the whole 
fairly indimated by the testimony of the 
four principal so-called ‘eye-witnesses.’ 

“Without their testimony there is no 
credible evidence whatever that supports 
the charge that the first shots were 
fired from the barracks or from any 
place within the reservation or that 
there was any jumping the wall 
by anybody. 

"Without the testimony of these four 
witnessé, the testimony of the officers 
and men of th® battalion that the shoot- 
ing commenced at some point outside 
the reservation stands practically un- 
contradicted.”

In Drop Anchor Off San Diego 
on Pacific Coast 


GREAT SPECTACLE AT NIGHT 


Every One of the Sixteen Battie- 
ships Outlined in Fire, and the 
Crowds on Shore Burned 
Signal Fires as a 
Welcome. 


San Diego, Cal.. April 14.—The Amer- 
ican battleship fleet sailed today ona 
summer. sea. Waters, reflecting the 
deep blue of a cloudless southern sky; 
tropical islands, jutting boldly out of 
the ocean in the path of the western 
horizon, a mile of sandy beach crowded 
with enthusiastic patriots, proud to 
welcome the navy to California, and the 
green lawns and flowering gardens of 
Coronado formed the setting for the 


gnost notable marine spectacle the west 


coast of the United States has ever 
known. 


In four regularly entervaled columns, 


with flagships |leading abreast and 


pointing the way to the first home an- ; 
| chorage the fleet has found in its four 


months of cruising around the south- 
ernmost end of the western  hemis- 
phere, the sixteen ships swept into the 
sheltered cove of the sea behind the 
towering headiands of Point Loma and 
halted for four dave of merry-making 
for men and officers. 
Great Spectacie at Night. 


Governor James N. Gillett wags here 
officially to welcome the fleet. The 
beauty of the day's spectacle, when, 
with flashing signals and wonderfully 
executed maneuvers. the ships were 
brought to anchor in the lazy rolling 
Pacific waters, was rivalled tonight 
when for three hours, ¢veryv Vessel was 
outiined in fire. Thousands of incan- 


lines, upmasts, far out on the signa! 
yardarms, up and down the huge fun- 
nels and down to the water's edge at 
stem and stern. In fairy-like form the 
ships stood out against the night and 
letters 6 feet high, the name of each 
vesse) was spelled across its forward 
bridge.

SOLDERS’ HOME 
FOR FITZGERALD 


Project Is Strongly Supported by 
Congressman Lewis 


SUM OF $500,000 IS ASKED 


Lewis Appears Before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs 
and Advocates Measure—The 
Advantages of Fitzger- 


ald Described.

Washington, D. C., Apri] 14.—(Special) 
Representative Lewis addreesed the 
committee on military affairs this morn- 
ing in behalf of his bill appropriating 
$500,000 for a soldiers’ home at Fitz- 
gerald. Ga. He referred to the fact 
that Fitzgerald and what was formeriyv 
Irwin county, was largely settled by 
north*rners and westerners, and that 
about 400 old union soldiers now live 
in that section. He showed that the 
lives of many: feeble and infirm vet- 
erans had been prolonged ty moving to 
the delightful and salubrious climate 
of what is now Ben Hill county, in 
south Georgia. and emphasized the fact 
that 
most admirable location for the govern- 
ment to establish a home for former 
so'diers. There seems to be a strong 
sentiment in the committee against this 
project, as the members seem to be con- 
vinced there is little need at this time 
for more veterans’ homes. However, Mr. 
Lewis is determined to push the proj- 
ect vigorously.

CLAIMS HIS LIFE. 
WAS THREATENED 


Rev, Burk Culpepper Had Been 
Attacking Blind Tigers 


LETTERS WERE SENT HIM 


Mr. Culpepper Stated That He Was 
Told in a Letter That Unless 
He Ceased His Preach- 
ing He Would Be 
Shot, 


Columbus, Ga., April 14.—(Special.j)—A 
sensation has been caused in Phenix 
City by the dé€claration on the part of 
the Rev. Burk Culpepper, who ts con- 
ducting a series of tent meetings there, 
that his life has been threatened on 
account of. the fact that he has at- 
tacked the blind tigers in that commu- 
nity in such a lively manner. 

Speaking to an audience of several 
thousand people, which completely filled 
the tent and surged half way across 
the street outside, tne young minister 
began his sermon by saying: “Yes, I 
got your letter.’ This, of course, arous- 
ed the curiosity of the audience to a 
high pitch, and he proceeded to explain 
by saying that he had received a let- 
ter saying that unless he ceased his 
preaching his tent would be cut down, 
and that he would be saiuted with eggs 
of a questionable age, and if he  per- 
sisted in his preaching he would be 
shot. The preacher told his audience 
that he was th@re to tell the truth, and 
that even if he was shot as full of 
not

of the receipt of an anonymous letter 
created quite a sensation, and has been 
all the talk.

SALOON LAW 
WILL APPLY 
TO“NEAR” BE 


Commitiee Adopts Ordinance 


for Police Regulations Over 
New Drink 


SOME MEMBERS DECLARE 


THAT DRINK INTOXICATES 


New Law Will Require All Dealers 
Who Sell “Near” Beer to Make 
Applications for Licenses, as 
Was Once Required of 
Liquor Saloons. 


Places that sell ‘‘near” beer will be 
put under the same police regulations 
that governed saloons before prohibition 
if.an ordinance reported upon favoraDly 
by the police and ordinance committees 
yesterday afternoon is adopted bdDBy the 
general council. 

The members of the committeés said 
they felt convinced that a lot of places 
were selling ‘stuff’. that caused intoxi- 
cation. 

Alderman Pittman stated that there 
was now a beer ealoon in the third 
ward and that had never happened be- 
fore prohibition, ‘ 

“I drank a glass of ‘near’ beer,” we 
said, ‘and it smelt like the real stuff, 
tasted like it and felt like it. I believe 
if 1 drank three bottles of malt mead 
[ would personally demonstrate to this 
committee that it Was intoxicating.” 

Many Beer Saloons Operated. 


It was s6tated that ‘‘near’’ beer saloons 
were being operated at several of the 
old barroom stands, where the old 
liquor signs stiil hung out, and in places 
near residences. 

lt was believed by the committee that 
honesi dealers in ‘near’ beer wanted 
police protection as well as the people, 

One member of the committees remark. 
ed that he believed there were more 
saloons ‘in Atlanta now than there was 
before prohibition. 

It was the unanimous opinion of all 
the. members of the committees that 
some sort of restriction should he placed 
}around the “near’’ deer places: ” 
The committee decided to report fa- 
| HORRY upon the following ordthance; 
which had been introduced in council 
by Councihnan Spratling: 


Mr. Spratling’s Ordinance. 


Whereas, The licenses now issued to soda 
water fountains and soft drink establishments 
are becoming so numerous that it is desirable 
that some reasonable regulations be placed 
around the granting of guch licenses, so that 
the public interests and good order may be 
preserved. 

Therefore, be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta as fol- 
Ows: 

Section 1. That all licenses for the ope 
tion and maintenance of soft drink establish- 
ments shall hereafter be granted in the 
following manner: The applicant shall file 
with the clerk of couricil a petition for such 
license, stating the proposed location. The 
clerk shall not grant a license to such appli- 
cant until such application has been read in 
the general counci! and granted, either with 
or without the report of the committee.

“The local self-government, by which 
ipower to manage their own affairs is 
most efficiently retained in the hands of 
the people, can only be maintained in 
the future, as it has been in the past, 
by unfaltering devotion to the rights of 
the states as reserved to them in the 
federal constitution. 

“The exertion of the just powers of 
the federal government conferred by the 
constitution are amply sufficient to ac- 
complish the ends for which they are 
intended. Any extension of these pow- 
ers is only to be brought about by the 
consent ot: the states themselves, given 
in the manner prescribed in the consti- 
Luthon.

President Urges Congress to 
Increase the Navy 


STRENGTH MAKES FOR PEACE 


In Special Message Roosevelt Tells 
Congress That the Stronger 
We Are at Sea the Leas 
Likely We Are to 
Be Attacked, 


Washington, April !4.—The message 
of the president in support of his plan 
for an appropriatior for four new bat- 
tleships, was received today by both 
houses of congress and attracted much 
attention. 

The debate on. the naval eppropria- 
bill under full sway in the 
house when the message arrived. A 
typographical error in the print of the 
message was seized upon by those op- 
posed to the four battleship plan to de- 
lay the reading in. the hope that the 
amendment in relation to the battle- 
ships would be first reached and there- 
by discount any effect the message 
might have in bringing members over 
‘o the president’s view. Consequently 
the bill was not laid before the house 
until just before the close of the dav’s 
work. It was enthusiastically received 
by the advocates of a large navy. 

The “Antis” Heard. 


The “antis” later gave vent to their 
feelings by applauding a petition from 
a number.of citizens of New York. 
which was reed at the instance of Mr. 
Tawney, protesting against ‘the extrav- 
agance of spending over $60,000,000 for 
four battleships.” 

It was evident that the opponents of 
four battleships were in the majority, 
although the final vote will be close. 

On an objection by Mr. Williams, Mr. 
Hobson was prevented from having read 
a memorial from laboring men favoring 
the buliding of more ships. 

The message was presented in the 
senate immediately after the conclu- 
sion of Senator Foraker’'s speech and 
Vice President Fairbanks was 
engaged in a Vigorous attempt to re- 
store order. The secretary of the sen- 
through the document in 
short order and a motion to adjourn 
ended the dilemma. Senators and 
members were supplled with copies of 
the document and many read it with 
avidity. 

The message was a brief but vigorous 
contention for the rapid development of 
the navy. 

The Text of the Message. 


The text of the message follows: 


“To. the Senate and House of Hepre- 
sentatives: Let me again urge upon tne 
congress the need of providing for four 
battleships of the best and most ada- 
vanced type at this session. Prior to 
the recent Hague conference it had been 
my ‘hope that an agreement could be 
reached between the different nations 
to limit the increase of naval arma- 
mente and especially to limit the Size 
of warships. Under these circumstances 
I felt that the construction of one bat- 
tleship a year would keep our navy up 
to its then positive and relative strengtn. 

“But actual experience showed not 
merely that it was impossible to obtain 
such an agreement for the IlIimitation 
of armaments among the various leaa- 
ing powers, but there was no likelihood 
whatever of obtaining it in the future 
within any reasonable time. Coinci- 
dentally with this discavery occurred a 
radical change tin the building of battie- 
ships among the great military nations 
—a change in accordance with the most 
modern battleships have been or are 
being constructed of a size and arma- 
ment which doudles or more probably 
treblea their effectiveness. Every other 
great naval nation has for years been 
bullding a number of ships of this kind: 
we have provided for but two, and there- 
fore the balance of power is inclining 
against us. 

“Under these conditions, to provide 
for but one or two battleships a vear 
is to provide that this nation, instead of 
advancing, shall go backwards in naval] 
rank and relative power among the 
great nations. Such a course would be 
unwise for us if we fronted mereiy on 
one ocean, and it is doubly unwise when 
we front on two oceans. 


Solemn Responsibility. 


“As chief executive of the nation and 
as commander-in-chief of the navy, there 


tion was

measures vitally necessary to secure the 
peace and welfare of the republic in the 
event of international © complications 
which are even remotely possible. Hav- 
ing in view thig,colamn responsibility I 
earnestiy advise that the congress pro- 
vide four battleships of the most ada- 
vanced type. I cannot gay that this is 
a measure of peace and not of war. i 
can conceive of no circumstances under 
which this republic. would enter into 
aggressive war, most certainly, under 
no circumstances would it enter into 
an aggressive war to extend its terri- 
tory or in any other manner seek mate- 
rial aggrandizement. I advocate that 
renders it possible that at times un- 
mensurate with its powers and its needs, 
because I feel that such a navy will be 
the surest guaranty and safeguard of 
peace. We are not a military nation. 
Our army is s0 small as to present an 
almost absurd contraét to our size. it 
is properly treated as litthe more than 
a@ nucleus for organization tn case of se- 
rious war. 

“Yet we are a rich nation and unde- 
fended weaith invites aggression. The 
very liberty of individual speech and 
action which we so prize and guard 
renders it uoesible that at times un- 
expected causes of friction with foreign 
powers may suddenly develop. 


As to Arbitration. 


“At this moment we are negotiating 
arbitration treaties with all the other 
great powers that are willing to entet 
into them. These arbitration treaties 
have a special usefulness, because in the 
event of some sudden disagreement 
they render it morally incumbent upon 
both nations to seek first to reach an 
agreement through arbitration and at 
least secure a breathing space during 
which the cool judgment of the two na- 
tions involved may get the upper hand 
over any momentary buret of anger. 
These arbitration treaties are entered 
into not only with the hope of prevent- 
ing wrong-doing by others against us, 
but also as a proof that we ‘have no 
intention of doing wrong ourselves. 

“Vet it is idle to assume and from 
the standpoint of national interest and 
honor it is mischievous folly for any 
statesman to assume that this world has 
vet reached the stage or has come with- 
in measureable distance of the stage 
when a proud nation, jealous of its hon- 
or and conscious of its great mission 
in the world, can be content to rely for 
peace upon the forbearance of other 
powers, 

“Tt would be equally foolish to rely 
upon each of them ‘possessing at all 
times and under all circumstances and 
provocations an altruistic regard for the 
rights of others. 


im Blind, Indeed. 


“Those who hold this view 
indeed to all that has gone in before 
their eyes in the world at large. They 
are blinded to what has happened in 
China. in Turkey, tn the ®panish pos- 
sessions. in Central and South Africa 
during the last dozen years. For cen- 
turies Qhina has cultivated the very 
spirit which our own peace-at-any-price 
men wish this country to adopt. For 
centuries China has refused to provide 
military forces and has treated the ca- 
reer of the soldier as inferior in honor 
and regard to the career of the merchant 
or the man of letters. There never has 
been so large an empire which for so 
long a time hag so resolutely proceeded 
on the theory of doing away with what 
ic called ‘militarism.’ ” 

“Whether the result has been happy 
in internal affairs I need not discuss; 
all the advanced reformers and far- 
sighted patriots in the Chinese empire 
are at present seeking (J may add, 
without hearty good will) for a radical 
and far-reform internal affairs. In ex- 
ternal affairs the policy has resulted 
in various other nations now holding 
large portions of Chinese tri-territory 
while there is a very acute fear In 
China lest the empire, because of its 
defenselessness, be exposed to absolute 
dismemberment and its well-wishers 
are able to help it only in a small] 
measure because no nation can help 
any other unless that other can help 
itself.

FOR VEHICLES 


Ordi- 
nance to Regulate Move- 
ment of Vehicles. 


There is to be a great change in the 
Way all vehicles, and especialiy autos 
are used in the city, if an ordinance, 
by Councilman Grant, and approved by 
the ordinancé committee yesterday aft- 
ernoon, ig adopted by the general coun- 
cil next Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance makes some very radi- 
cal, and what the committee thinks 
very necessary changes about the way 
vehicles are managed !n certain por- 
tions of the city limits. 

The ordinance is as follows: 

Whereas, The streets of Atlanta are naf- 
row, and the travel within the inner fire 
limits very much congested, and it is neces- 
more clearly define the rules of the 

to require a more strict observance 
of them by vehicles of every class 

Therefore be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta as fol- 
lows 

Section 1. That it shal) hereafter be unlaw- 
ful for any person, by himself or driver or 
agent, to violate any one or more of the fol- 
lowing rules of the road within the inner 
fire limits or congested portion of the city. 

Rule 1. Keep to the right of the street. 

Rule 2. Keep to the right when permitting 
another vehicle to overtake you, which ve- 
hicle shall pass to the left of the one over- 
taken. 

Rule 3. In order that all vehicles on each 
side of the street shall be headed in the same 
owners, drivers or agents of ve- 
hicles are required to turn, if necessary,* 
when stopping at the sidewalk so that the 
sidewalk will be to the right of auch driver 
when such stop is made. 

Rule 4 No vehicle shali stop in front of 
the entrance to office buildings, theaters, ho- 
tels. department stores or other places of 
congestion for any time longer than is suf- 
ficient to deliver occupants or goods in- 
tended for such building and the driver in 
charge of such vehicle shall move up prompt- 
ly to permit others like pure 


‘Rule 5 It shall be uniawful to leave an au- 
tomobile or other vehicle unattended in front 
ongested entrances. 

“lh ang person violating this ordinance 
or causing the same [to be done shall, on 
conviction in the recorder’s court, be punish- 
ed by fine not exceeding fifty ($80) dollars or 
imprisoned on the public works not exceeding 
fifteen (15) days. either penalty to be in- 
flicted at the discretion of the recorder.

However, such 
boards shall have the right to consider any 
phase of such nancial questions that they 
may have under consideration, in executive 
session, when, in their judgment, it is to the 
best interest of the city of Atlanta. 

Sec. 8. That all other questions coming be- 
fore such boards for consideration may be 
considered by them in either open or executive 
sessions in their discretion. 

Section 8 ts a repealing clause. 

The committee adopted a set of reso)u- 
tions refering the oré@inance to the board 
of education and expressing the utmost 
confidence in the honesty and capabil- 
ity of the board. The resohution con- 
cluded as dollows: 

Therefore, resolved by the committee on or-

This ‘charge’. to which 
Smith alludes was made in his Own 
organ, The Atlanta Journal, April 7; 
hence evidently was inspired by him. 
In other words, tracing it to its source, 
the “charge” was doubtless Governor 
Smith’s own. The “charge’’ thus made 
by Governor Smith was that I “was 
the candidate selected to represent the 
saloon interests.” This charge is "so 
void of truth that it would receive no 
attention from me but for the fact 
that he ig governor and seeking re- 
election.
